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SCHOOL LAJTOS OF TEXAS 


"In comiectioi) witli the available and 
i^Tiiianaiit 
school 


fund,. I want to call attention of the committee to the fact that 
the .school lands have been sold in -10 years times, and that one 
fortieth of the principal is due every year," remarked former 
Governor Osear.B. C'olquitt in a recent address before the .senate 
committee on revenue and taxation. 
"The notes held by the 


school fund for the purchase price of these lands draw only 3 
percent per annum. 
If the principal was paid as it falls due it 


would be in" vested in bonds bearinjr f> and 6 per cent interest 
and thus greatly increase the income of the school fund. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Department of Kducation for 1!»'JO 
the atest information available to me. the school fund held over 
.•?46,000.000 of these notes, most of them bearing -i per cent, 
some bearing 5 per cent and a snnall amount bearing S per cent 


"The land commissioner advises me that while the law pro- 


vides for the forfeiture of these lands for non-payment of in- 
terest, there is no law providing for forfeiture if the annual 
principal is not paid, lie tells me too. that a vast amount of the 
total principal is now four years due and that the interest on 
much of it is.' four years past due. 
Almost every session of the 


legislature is asked to extend the time for the payment of this 
interest, and it is annually done., and it would lie interesting to 
fcnow just how much back interest and principal is now past 
due. The policy of allowing default in this regard is unjust 
to the owners of other lands in the state. The state svhool fund 


' Js carrying these land owners year after year at o per cent, and 


extending the time for payment of the .small interest charges 
whereas land owners generally, if they borrow money on a 
mortgage on their land, have to pay about $ per cent interest. 
on it anttaan borrow only about 50 per cent of its value, where- 
as in the case of the purchaser of school lands, the land is all 
purchased on a credit at 3 per cent, and is allowed- to default 
year in payment of interest and principal and is not required 
to pay any penalty for such default. Some of the demands; for 
increased revenues for the schools could be obtained by a bet- 
ter provision for the collection of what is justly due it every 
year from these sources." 


This statement contains food for thought. 
It was- promul- 


gated by a man who has served as governor, railroad commis- 
sioner, state tax commissioner and state senator. 
Aside from 


the available and permanent svhool fund default on principal 
and interest, there are delinquent taxes approximating $7,000.- 
000, and there is no reason why these taxes should not be col- 
lected. There is a reason why, according to those who have 
studied the laws of the state, There are defects in the laws and 
these permit tax evaders to become delinquent and to pay 
jvyhencver they get ready to pay. 


There are pending amendments to sumo of these laws offered 


by lawmakers who insist that drastic revis-ions shou.d be made. 
If the defects are there, why not cure them?
